W ar, and “ we hav e got to act for 
o u rselv es.” 
Cooper said the British don’t 
like it, bu t Eisenhower’s plan “ is 
the least dangerous step w e could 
take right now that promises some 
relief of Korea.” 
At the capital city of Taipeh, 
Go v . K. C. Wu of Formosa, in a 
reco rding for broadcast to the Chi­ 
nese mainland, urged that Chinese 
there “ support the forces of free 
C hina when they counterattack.” 
He gav e no details of any plan 
fo r attack, but asked the main- 
landers to begin passiv e resistance 
to Communism and to join guer­ 
rilla units.

Psy chiatrists agree that a 
feeling of emotional insecurity is probably the greatest 
threat to a child’s happiness and proper personality 
dev elopment. So be sure y our children feel assured of 
y our lov e. Show them some v isible affection. 


Case F-387: When Danny was 7, 
he came into my study one eve­ 
ning to kiss me goodnight. 
“If a man has a wife and she 
dies,” he asked, ‘‘can he marry 
another wife?” 
I nodded assent and he looked 
very perplexed. 
“If he had children and his 
wife died and he married another 
wife, could he have more chil­ 
dren?” 
Again I nodded affirmation. 
“Hmmm, ’hat’s funny,” he re­ 
plied. “Why, he could have a pair 
of 
families, 
couldn’t 
he? 
How 
come?” he inquired, puzzled and 
frowning. 
I tried to explain b riefly, and 
kissed him goodnight. Then he 
stopped at the door and asked: 
“Is Mamma sick? Why did she 
go to b ed early.'”’ 


Emotional Insecurity 
I suppose that last query was 
the real b asis for the other ques­ 
tions. Mrs. Crane had b een up 
since early that morning and had 
put in a heavy day. She had a 
headache, too, so had decided to 
go to b ed early. 
Since this was very unusual for 
her, it surprised Danny to find 
that his mother had retired ahead 
of him.

This 
is sadistic cruelty. 
Adopted children, 
who aren’t 
told of this fact b ut who late r 
b egin to overhear gossip to this 
effect, may also b ecome panicky 
for the same reason. 
Then their fear may turn to an­ 
ger, not at the foster parents nec­ 
essarily b ut at society in general. 
Many of thesi 
foster children 
finally strike b ack b y petty thiev­ 
ery, arson and the like. Or they 
b ecome prob lem children in the 
schools. 
Children are pathetically eager 
to have a father and mother “of 
our very own,” as orphans often 
express it. 
That quoted 
phrase indicates 
this hungei for emotional security. 
But many youngsters with par­ 
ents of their v e ry own, are need­ 
lessly terrified b y the quarrel; 
b etween the latter. 
Show Love 
These 
domestic 
disputes

tween husb and and wife may oc­ 
cur in the b est regulated families. 
They usually b low over and don't 
cause serious damage as regards 
the adults involved. 
But the children < ft.en overhear 
the caustic rem arks just as they 
are going to b ed.

frightened,

awake dreading the possib le sep­ 
aration of their parents! 
The latter never intended to 
separate, b ut the children mis­

the quarrel.

without advertising; and only 6.7% 
said they would prefer new spa­ 
pers without advertising. 
Take the attitude toward adver­ 


tising m edia.of retailers (who sell 
the goods), and housewives (who 
b uy the goods), and the conclu­ 
sions should b e ob vious to m anu­ 
facturers and national advertisers. 
It would b e difficult to find a 
retailer in the country who does 
not spend the m ajor part of his 
advertising appropriation in news­ 
papers. This study proves custom­ 
ers pay more attention to news­ 
paper advertising than to ads in 
other media. Otherwise, the an­ 
swers would have b een different.

The Board of Education adopted a recommendation of the Citizens Committee 
that a bond issue of $370,000 be submitted to the voters on February 17, 
1953. With approximately $100,000 on hand from the Bond issue of August 
13,1952, about 30 classrooms for elementary pupils could be built, if the vot­ 
ers approve by 2-3 the proposed bond issue.

Garden Org anizations will initiate Planting Time activ ities on 
the date shown for each zone. 


Spring spreads slowly ov er the 
North American 
continent. 
In 
Florida planting time is three 
months earlier than in Minnesota. 
This makes it impossible for gar­ 
deners throug hout the country to 
celebrate a national garden week , 
which would fit the season in all 
states. 
To obtain 
action in 
unison 
among all who are interested in 
practicing and promoting home 
g ardening , the American Coun­ 
cil of Horticulture has devised 
a 
mov ing spring festival, k nown as 
Planting Time, which follows the 
sun as it travels north from Jan­ 
uary until March. 
Based on records of the U.S. 
department of agriculture the 
country is divided into four zones. 
In each the average date of the 
last k illing frost is approx imately 
the same. One month before this 
date is selected as Planting Time 
in that zone. Seeds of hardy va­ 
rieties may be sown; hardy plants 
may be transplanted: tender va­ 
rieties may be started under pro­ 
tection, and merchants of garden 
g oods should mak e these avail­ 
able to their customers. 
Since it is considered imprac­ 
tical to divide a state into several 
zones, each state has been con­ 
sidered as a unit, and assigned a 
date for the beginning of “Plant­ 


ing Time” which represents the 
average climate of the whole 
state, although it may not be ex ­ 
actly right for either the earliest 
or latest sections of the state 
area. The dates assigned to the 
various states on this basis are 
as follows: 
January 1—Florida. 
February 1—Alabama, Ark an­ 
sas, Arizona, California, Geor­ 
gia, Louisiana, Mississippi, New 
Mex ico, Ok lahoma, South Caro­ 
lina, Tex as. 
February 
15 — Kansas, 
Ken­ 
tuck y, Maryland, Missouri, North 
Carolina, Oregon, Tennessee, Vir­ 
ginia, Washington, West Virginia. 
March 1—Colorado, Connecti­ 
cut, Delaware, Idaho, Illinois, In­ 
diana, Iowa, Maine, Massachu­ 
setts, Michigan, Minnesota, Mon­ 
tana, Nebrask a, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New 
York , North Dak ota, Ohio, Penn­ 
sylvania, Rhode Island, South 
Dak ota, Utah, Vermont, Wiscon­ 
sin. Wyoming. 
The Men's Garden Clubs of 
America, National Garden Writ­ 
ers’ Association, and many other 
horticultural organizations have 
endorsed the Planting Time pro­ 
gramme, and urge that all home 
gardeners join in observing it and 
urge others to observe it in their 
communities. 


Why Social Security! 
(Continued from Tuesday) 
We have not yet lifted by any 
means all the burden of harmful 
labor from the shoulders of chil­ 
dren, but *r " _ of it is gone. And 
in the twentK i.ii century we have 
come far—but not yet far enough 
—toward achieving what some of 
the colonists set themselves as a 
goal—the right of children to the 
security of an education. 
And some 40 years ago we be­ 
gan to tak e steps toward assuring 
not only health and safety in work 
but also the money to which work ­ 
ing families must look in order to 
buy their living. 
When children were tak en out 
of factories and put in school, it 
was obvious that some families 
suffered from the loss of the chil­ 
dren’s earnings. This was especial­ 
ly true in families where the fath­ 
er was incapacitated or dead. Of­ 
ten the mother could not care for 
the children and also earn. 
In 1911, two States passed laws 
to give small money allowances to 
needy mothers, so that they could 
k eep their children at home rather 
than put them in an institution. By 
the beginning of 1935, 45 States, 
Alask a, Hawaii, and the District of 
Columbia had laws on their book s 
to aid needy widows with chil­ 
dren and occasionally other needy 
mothers. 
Other laws look ed to the earn­ 
ings of adults. 
By 1910 a tenth of the States 
had free public employment serv­ 
ices. This k ind of service was la­ 
ter established by other States, 
and Federal interest in it dates 
from 1918. 
By 1911 a majority of the States 
had passed laws establishing mi- 
n-imum wages for employees on 
public work s. 
In 1911 the State of Washington 
passed a work men's compensation 
act. In the nex t ¡0 years similar 
laws were enacted by more than 
40 other States. These laws pro­ 
vide money and medical care for 
work ers who suffer work -connect­ 
ed injuries and they provide com­ 
pensation to the families of work ­ 
ers who are k illed. They require 
employers to insure their employ­ 
ees. Under them the costs of in­ 
dustrial accidents, and to some ex ­ 
tent the costs of sick ness due to 
work , have become a part of the 
running costs of industry. 
Under the old common law, in­ 
jured work ers had a right to try to 
collect damages from their em­ 
ployers. The work men’s compen­ 
sation acts established a more just 
and orderly way to provide some 
livelihood in the homes of work ers 
who were hurt or k illed on the 
job. 
Starting in the 
1920’s, many 
States took steps to provide some 
security for another large group of 
their people—the old people who 
were in need and who probably 
j 
would never be able to earn their | 
own living again. Alask a has had 
a law since 1915 to aid old resi­ 
dents in the Territory who are in 
need. By 19 35, such laws had been 
passed by 28 States, as well as 
Alask a and Hawaii. 
This wav e of laws to pay regu­ 
lar allowances to needy old peo- ( 


pie did not come by accident or 
imitation. It came because of the 
growing percentage of old people 
in the population and the inability 
of many old people to work for 
their living. Old age was becom­ 
ing on increasingly serious prob­ 
lem to old people and their fami­ 
lies and their owns and counties. 
Most of the allowances given to 
old people under State laws alone 
were very small. Even so, they 
helped many old people to stay in 
their own homes and to k eep their 
self-respect when they shared the 
homes of others. Giving allowanc­ 
es was cheaper as well as more 
humane than caring for old peo­ 
ple in poorhouses. 
Regular assistance was not pro­ 
vided for all the needy aged or all 
the needy mothers and children 
even in the States which had pass­ 
ed such laws. Under some of the 
State laws a county chose whether 
or not it would tak e part in the 
State plan. When county and State 
funds ran low, even eligible appli­ 
c a nts remained on waiting lists for 
months or years. 
Mothers’ aid and old-age allow­ 
ances and other types of public as­ 
sistance are not “pensions” in the 
sense in which we generally use 
that word. Widowed mothers and 
old people do not get assistance 
just because they are widowed or 
have reached a certain age. They 
have to show that they are in 
need. 
This k ind of assistance is a mod­ 
ern way of meeting an old respon­ 
sibility. It recognizes the duty of 
government to provide basic se­ 
curity tor people who cannot earn 
it lor themselves, and it is a just 
and orderly way of meeting that 
responsibility. 
It is a better method than those 


v’hi c h States and towns and coun­ 
ties long had used, such as giv­ 
ing bask ets of food or tons of coal, 
or building orphanages and alms­ 
houses. It gives needy people a 
greater chance to choose how they 
will live. It provides them with 
what all of us now need to k eep 
our freedom and self-respect — 
money to provide the necessities 
of life.

President Eisenhower told Con­ 
gress Monday in his State of the 
Union message that he was issuing 
instructions to the fleet ending the 
policy 
established 
by 
President 
Trum an in June 1950. This policy 
not only protected Formosa from 
Communist attack but also pre- 
vented the Chinese 
Nationalists 
from attacking the mainland. 
Eisenhower’s position was that 
this order in fact was a defensive 
shield for the Communists and 
that the U. S. Fleet in carrying out 
its 
1950 orders was aiding the 
Communist forces of Red China. 
Meanwhile, Secretary of State 
Dulles started talks in London with 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
on a variety of problems, includ­ 
ing the Formosa strategy. Eden 
already had told the House of 
Commons that Britain fears the

Dulles also lunched w’ith Prime

Spring spreads slowly over the 
North American continent. 
In 
Florida planting time is three 
months earlier than in Minnesota. 
This makes it impossible for gar­ 
deners throughout the country to 
celebrate a national garden week, 
which would fit the season in all 
states. 
To 
obtain 
action 
in unison 
among all who are interested in 
practicing and promoting home 
gardening, the American Coun­ 
cil of Horticulture has devised a 
moving spring festival, known as 
Planting Time, which follows the 
sun as it travels north from Jan­ 
uary until March. 
Based on records of the U.S. 
department of agriculture the 
country is divided into four zones. 
In each the average date of the 
last killing frost is approximately 
the same. One month before this 
date is selected as Planting Time 
in that zone. Seeds of hardy va­ 
rieties may be sown; hardy plants 
may be transplanted: tender va­ 
rieties may be started under pro­ 
tection, and merchants of garden 
goods should make these avail­ 
able to their customers. 
Since it is considered imprac­ 
tical to divide a state into several 
zones, each state has been con­ 
sidered as a unit, and assigned a 
date for the beginning of “Plant­ 


ing Time” which represents the 
average climate of the whole 
state, although it may not be ex­ 
actly right for either the earliest 
or latest sections of the state 
area. The dates assigned to the 
various states on this basis are 
as follows: 
January I—Florida. 
February I—Alabama, Arkan­ 
sas, Arizona, California, Geor­ 
gia, Louisiana, Mississippi, New 
Mexico, Oklahoma, South Caro­ 
lina. Texas. 
February 
15 —- Kansas, 
Ken­ 
tucky, Maryland, Missouri, North 
Carolina, Oregon, Tennessee, Vir­ 
ginia, Washington, West Virginia. 
March I—Colorado, Connecti­ 
cut, Delaware. Idaho, Illinois, In­ 
diana, Iowa, Maine, Massachu­ 
setts, Michigan, Minnesota, Mon­ 
tana, Nebraska, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, 
New Jersey, 
New' 
York, North Dakota, Ohio, Penn­ 
sylvania, Rhode Island, 
South 
Dakota, Utah, Vermont, Wiscon­ 
sin, Wyoming. 
The Men's Garden Clubs of 
America, National Garden Writ­ 
ers’ Association, and many other 
horticultural organizations have 
endorsed the Planting Time pro­ 
gramme, and urge that all home 
gardeners join in observing it and 
urge others to observe it in their 
communities.

Why Social Security* 
(Continued from Tuesday) 
We have not yet lifted by any 
means all tile burden of harmful 
labor from the shoulders of chil­ 
dren, but rr— of it is gone. And 
in the tw e n tie s century we have 
come far—but not yet far enough 
—toward achieving w hat some of 
the colonists set themselves as a 
goal—the right of children to the 
security of an education. 
And some 40 years ago we be­ 
gan to take steps toward assuring 
not only health and safety in work 
but also the mom y to which work­ 
ing families must look in order to 
buy their living. 
When children were taken out 
of factories and put in school, it 
was obvious that some families 
suffered from the loss of the chil­ 
dren’s earnings. This was especial­ 
ly true in fam ilies w here the fath ­ 
er was incapacitated or dead. O l- 
ten the mother could not care for 
the children and also earn. 
In 1911, two States passed laws 
to give small money allowances to 
needy mothers, so that they could 
keep their children at home rather 
than put them in an institution. By 
the beginning of 1935, 45 States, 
Alaska, Hawaii, and th* District of 
Columbia had laws on their books 
to aid needy widows with chil­ 
dren and occasionally other needy 
mothers. 
Other laws looked to the earn­ 
ings of adults. 
By 1910 a tenth of the States 
had free public employment serv­ 
ices. This kind of service was la­ 
ter established by other States, 
and Federal interest in it dates 
from 1918. 
By 1911 a majority of the States 
had passed laws establishing m i­ 
nim um wages for em ployees on 
public works. 
In 1911 the State of Washington 
passed a workmen's compensation 
act. In the next IO years sim ilar 
laws were enacted by more than 
4o other States. These laws pro­ 
vide money and medical care for 
workers who suffer work-connect­ 
ed injuries and they provide com­ 
pensation to the fam ilies of work­ 
ers who are killed. They require 
employers to insure their em ploy­ 
ees. Under them the costs of in­ 
dustrial accidents, and to some ex­ 
tent the costs of sickness due to 
work, have become a part of the 
running costs of industry. 
Under the old common law, in­ 
jured workers had a right to try to 
collect damages from their em ­ 
ployers. The workmen’s compen­ 
sation acts established a more just 
and orderly way to provide some 
livelihood in the homes of workers 
who were hurt or killed on the 
job. 
Starting in the 
1920’s, many 
States took steps to provide some 
security for another large group of 
their people— the old people who 
were in need and who probably 
would never be able to earn their 
own living again. Alaska has had 
a law since 1015 to aid old resi­ 
dents in the Territory who are in 
need. By 1935, such laws had been 
passed by 28 States, as well as 
Alaska and Hawaii. 
This wave of laws to pay regu­ 
lar allowances to needy old peo­ 


ple did not come by accident <>r 
imitation. It came because of the 
growing percentage ut old people 
in the populate n and the inability 
of many old people to work for 
their living. Old age was becom­ 
ing an increasingly serious prob­ 
lem to old people and their fam i­ 
lies and their owns and counties. 
Most of the allowances given to 
old people under State laws alone 
were very small. Even so, they 
helped mam old people to stay in 
their own homes and to keep their 
self-respect when they shared the 
homes of others. Giving allowanc- 
es was cheaper as well as more 
humane than caring for old peo­ 
ple in poorhouses. 
Regular assistance was not pro­ 
vided for all the needy aged or all 
the needy m others and children 
even in the States which had pass­ 
ed such laws. U nder some of the 
State laws a county chose whether 
or not it va uld take part in tho 
''■ lie plan. When county and State 
funds ran low, even eligible appli­ 
cants remained on waiting lists for 
months or years. 
Mothers’ aid and old-age allow­ 
ances and other types of public as­ 
sistant*1 ate not “pensions” in the 
sense in which we generally use 
that word. Widowed mothers and 
old people do tint get assistance 
just because they are widowed or 
have reached a certain age. They 
have to show that they are in 
need. 
This kind of assistance is a mod­ 
ern w ay of meeting an old respon­ 
sibility. It recognizes the duty of 
government to provide basic se­ 
curity for people who cannot earn 
it for themselves, and it is a .just 
and orderly way ol meeting that 
responsi oilily. 
It is a better method than those 
chich Stat* s and towns and coun­ 
ties long had used, such as giv­ 
ing baskets of food or tons of coal, 
or building orphanages and alms­ 
houses. It gives needy people a 
greater chance to choose how they 
will live. It provides them with 
what all of us now need to keep 
oui freedom and self-respect — 
money to provide the necessities 
of life.
